Dear Orval: 


I have realized for many months the uncertainity of mind of all 
general officers as to their present and future status. All of you have 
realized that of necessity, demobilization would cause the unpre judiced 
reduction of some on the present general officer list. However the real- 
ization of this necessity does not relieve an individual of the responsi- 
bility of planning his own personal affairs and the worry connected 
therewith. We would have liked to have given each general officer a firm 
idea as to the Air Forces plans for numbers of general officers, the 
ranks thereof, and their probable position in the post war structure. 

To date we have not been able to do this. However, I am now in a 
position where I can give you a general idea of the situation which will 
obtain for the next six months. 


All general officers, holding a temporary rank higher than 
their permanent rank, whom it has been determined will probably retain 
their general officer rank until 1 July 1946, are being notified to this 
effect. I am happy to inform you that your name is on this list of 
general officers. In June of 1946 a reevaluation will be made of all 
general officers to determine those who will continue in the general 
officer grades allotted to the Air Forces subsequent to 1 July 1946. 


It is regretted that the Air Forces cannot announce 4 complete 
permanent list at this time. When and if we obtain an autonomous &ir 
Force, it is hoped that this can be done. 


I wish to assure each one of you of our continued interest in 
the morale and welfare of those who have lead the Air Forces as a spear- 
head of the United States victory of World War II. Subject to your 
commander's approval, I also request that you ¢all me upon any individual 
personal matter which concerns you and I will give your problem 
immediate attention and a positive answer wherever possible. 


I wish you and yours a very happy New Year!

Brigadier General OEXas Rk. Cook served in successive assignments 
ot great responsibility in the Army-Air Forces Materiel Center, the 
Materiel Command, and the Air Technical Service Command from December 
1941 to June 1945, airecting a tremendous program of military aircraft 
engineering and production. As Assistant Chief and Chief, Production 
Engineering Section, Production Division, he was responsible for the 
administration of engineering in the purchase of mass-produced air= 
eraft and aeronautical equipment. As Vistrict Supervisor, Materiel 
Command gastern Procurement District, auministering all contracts in 
and around the industrial Northeast, he developed a fine cooperative 
spirit among manutacturers. As Chief o1 vhe Production Division and 
later as Chier oi the Procurement Division, he continued the expansion 
of aircrart production, carried it to its monthly peak of more than 
nine thousand airplanes in March 1944, and directed the expenditure 
ot twenty-two billion dollars and the commitment of contracts total- 
ing billions more.
